“The gases employed by the Germans 
have been ejected from pipes laid 
into trenches, It has been produced 
also by the explosion of shells cape- 
cially manufactured for this purpose. 
German troops who attacked under 
cover of these gases were provided 
with expecially designed respirators 
which were issued in sealed packages 
to all points on the line, This shows

“A week before the Germans first 


used this method, they announced in 

| their reports that we were making 
use of asphyxiating gases, At that 
time there appeared to be no reason 
for this astounding falsehood. Now it

| by thé Germans of this new and il-

Bombarding Smyrna, 

Athens, May 4. via London. 2,10

Women carried hampers and 
miskets containing lunches and eat- 
itbles of all descriptions for the long 
trip to the end of steel; men who had 
slumbered too long and missed their 
breakfasts were inunching sandwiches 
and ples; babies In arms were erying 
and older children chuckling with de- 
linht over the novelty of the journey; 
and above al, there was the scramble 
for tickets at the wieket and the 
hurry and seurry of late comers to get 
their baggage checked before the 
(ruin steamed out 
North Coming toto Its Own, 

It is not many years ago When the 
fact of four hundred persons going 
north by stage In oa single season 
would have been aceounted worthy of 
notice, but it ls a very rare thing now- 
adays when that number is not car- 
ried \by train from the Dunvegan 
yards in a single week, and in this 
instance the record was attained and 
the number carried on one train, lex 
tensive travel to the north this year 
had been anticipated, but the mast

sition it is his duty to keep clear of 
the play and neither inconvenience an 
opponent nor make any pretence of 
duing so. 


A goalkeeper should bear in mind 
that directly he leaves his goal area 
he is liable to bo charged by an op- 
ponent, So long as he docs not stick 
ty the ball or obstruct an opponent he 
ig protected by the laws when in his 
woal area, Get rid of the ball at once 


is naturally the best advice that can | 


be given him.
